All of the committee’s actions 
are subject to final approval by 
the national convention, which 
opens 'in Miami Beach July 19, 
and both the California and Illi­ 
nois challenges are expected 
to be fought there. The Daley 
delegation is also planning a 
court fight to overturn the com­ 
mittee ruling. 
In Chicago, Daley did not dis­ 
close his immediate plans, but 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson, a lead­ 
er of the challenge, said he 
hoped a comprimise could be 
worked out before the con­ 
vention.

Nixon Likely To Act Today 
On Social Security Boost

Social Security benefits and has 
sent, the measure to the White 
House.

The Senate and House acted 
Friday night before recessing 
until July 17 for the Fourth of 
July holiday and the Democrat­ 
ic National Convention. 
The Social Security measure, 
the biggest money increase in 
the program's history, was tied 
to a bill extending the $450-bil- 
iion debt ceiling through Octo­ 
ber. Without such action, mem­ 
bers were told, the government 
would have to stop paying its 
bills by Thursday.

FBI Bares 
More Details 
On Skyjack 


DETROIT (AP) — The FBI 
said last week’s airliner hijack­ 
ing was well planned but the hi­ 
jacker lost his pants, subma­ 
chine gun and the $502,500 ran­ 
som. be got from American Air­ 
lines. 
In addition, Neil Welch, head 
of the FBI office in Detroit, 
said Friday, the hijacker was 
identified by two FBI agents 
who boarded the plane and he 
left the ransom note—finger­ 
prints and all—on the plane. 
The hijacker wound up in 
Peru, Ind., instead of Monroe, 
Mich., where the FBI said he 
had intended to land. 
The FBI said it was led to 
Martin McNally, 28, of Wyan­ 
dotte, Mich., by the fingerprints 
and by an informant’s tip. 
McNally, an unemployed high, 
school dropout, was arrested 
Wednesday night on a charge 
of 
air 
'piracy. 
John 
Pet- 
likowsky, 31, of Ecorse, Mich., 
went to the FBI Friday and 
told the agents he had un­ 
wittingly driven McNally back 
to Detroit. 
Agents said Petlikowsky later 
gave a complete account of the 
hijacking. He was arrested and 
charged with aiding and abet­ 
ting an air piracy. He and 
McNally are being held in lieu 
of $100,000 bond each.

assisted 
McNai.lv, 
making several trips to St. 
Louis, Mo., to further the plot; 
helped, shorten the machine gun 
used in the hijacking; drove 
McNally to St. Louis for tha 
heist; and picked him up after 
he parachuted in Indiana.

Control, Inc. in Indiana, is the 
only organization of its kind in 
the nation. 
It is a non-profit organization 
funded by donations from busi­ 
ness and industry. David N. 
Griffiths is leavig his position 
as administrative assistant to 
Governor Edgar D. Whitcomb 
to become its first full time 
executive director on July 1. 
Griffiths is leaving bis position 
Governor’s office since last Au­ 
gust. Prior to that time, he was 
Deputy Commissioner of the 
State Revenue Department un­ 
der James O Mathis. 
Griffiths has a degree in In­ 
dustrial Management from Pur­ 
due University and worked for 
twelve years with General Mo­ 
tors in the Anderson Guide 
Lamp Division. He comes from 
Oxford, Indiana, a small town 
near Lafayette and the home of 
the famous Dan Patch race 
horse. Oldest of eight children, 
he described his father as “a 
red hot Democrat who has a 
great deal of fun kidding me 
about my conversion.” 
Friendly and pleasant, he ap­ 
pears more youthful than his 37 
years of age. Intelligent, dedi­ 
cated and sincere, his experienc 
is that of someone much older. 
In 1963, he was one of three 
young men selected by the Na­ 
tional YMCA to travel to Rus­ 
sia in an industrial exchange un­ 
der Elsenhower’s ‘‘People to 
People diplomacy." As official 
guests of the Russian govern­ 
ment, they traveled around the 
country visiting industry and 
talking with parly officials. 
He told me: “I came back 
really ‘‘turned-on’ and disgust­ 
ed with myself for the lack of in­ 
dividual responsibility. I was 
concerned about the great num­ 
ber of things that I had taken 
for granted. During the next 
three and one-half years, I 
traveled around the mid-west 
talking to some 50,000 people 
about freedom and individual re­ 
sponsibility to government." 
Robert D. Garton, Columbus, 
was running for Congress from 
the Ninth District. Winner of 
the 1962 Toastmasters Annual 
Speech Contest, he was making 
several speeches, and became 
close friends with Griffiths. De­ 
feated by Lee Hamilton, Garton 
became involved in helping re­ 
cruit people for the Whitcomb 
administration. He called Grif­ 
fiths on Christmas eve. The bas­ 
ic message was for Griffiths to 
"Put up or shut up” on person­ 
al involvement. 
Given a leave of absence 
from General Motors upon the 
assurance be would not become 
involved in the actual taxation 
process, he became operations 
deputy in the Revenue Depart­ 
ment in February, 1969. 
When Griffiths was moved to 
the Governor’s office in August, 
the corporation felt that there 
was the possibility of a conflict 
of interest. He terminated his 
leave of absence and became 
somewhat of a "free agent," 
now looking forward to his new 
job with enthsuiasm as a chal­ 
lenge. 
He said: "It is going to be 
very interesting. They have not 
had a full time director, and it 
is going to be a job developing 
the functions from the very be­ 
ginning. I don’t see it as a 
lobbying type of activity, but 
as a co-ordinating and com­ 
municating agency. I will be 
busy at the start making use of 
a lot of contacts that I have at 
small levels of government and 
the private sector trying to get 
individual views on how we can 
best meet our responsibilities." 
Some 150 firms in the state 
donated to the EOC last year, 
representing a cross section of 
Hoosier industry such as steel, 
bottling, coal, and utilities. The 
Board of Directors looks like a 
"Who's Who in Indiana Indus­ 
try." Money donated by the firm 
was used to employ Echo, a con­ 
sulting organization headed by 
former astronaunt Walter Schir- 
ra, to serva as consultants on 
technical areas of needs in air, 
water and solid waste. Echo 
made quarterly reports, comple­ 
ting their contract with a final 
report in January. 
One of the recommendations 
was to end the consulting con­ 
tract and go to a full time staff. 
Thomas Moses, head of the In­ 
dianapolis Water Company, also 
heads the Board of Directors 
of EQC. Office space has been 
donated by the water company. 
Griffiths said: "One of the 
good things of this administra­ 
tion has been the utilization of 
the private sector in the Task 
Force and the EQC. This is the 
type of thing that is needed 
more and more in government 
and is excellent. 
He takes these Ideas to his 
new assignment. He said: "Ev­ 
ery person in this state work 


for or is a part of 
industry. It is the economic Job 
base in this country and our 
job security. Them has to bo 
an awareness of the man oe the 
Street as well as a recognition 
by business and industry of re­ 
sponsibilities to the community 
before government bas to re­ 
gulate."

Indiana Not 
Hit By Ruling 
On Newsmen 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)— In- 
diana will not be affected by 
the U. S. Supreme Court's ruling 
Thursday that newsmen are net 
exempted from being catted to 
testify before grand Juries, ac­ 
cording 
to a Hoosier State 
Press Association official. 
Richard W. Cardwell, HSPA 
general counsel, said Indiana 
and about 20 other states have 
statutes which do not exempt 
newsmen from being called be­ 
fore county grand juries, but do 
provide that they may refuse to 
answer questions about sources 
of their information. 
Cardwell said newsmen in all 
states may be required to testi­ 
fy before federal grand juries 
because of the ruling. 
The Supreme Court said the 
First Amendment guarantee of 
freedom of the press does not 
exempt newsmen from being 
summoned by grand jurits and 
forced to testify.

Because of the attention fo­ 
cused on the condition of the 
county 
jail 
by 
action 
of 
the County Council Monday, this 
newspaper took a tour of the 
facility and interviewed Sheriff 
Ted Owens for some additional 
information and background. 
The Couty Council initiated 
insertion of a 10 cent tax levy 
for a cumulative building fund 
Monday, to be in effect for the 
next five years, in order to 
secure funds for a new jail 
building 
or renovation of the 
present building. 
It was revealed that the jail 
facilities are in a deplorable 
condition, and authorities here 
have been under fire for sev­ 
eral years to make changes. 
“ Every time changes and im­ 
provements are anticipated and 
attempted, we run into trouble 
because of the age of the build­ 
ing,” Owens said. “ It is diffi­ 
cult to change plumbing, heat- 
ing, and wiring — or to add 
walls and extensions to a struc­ 
ture as old and built like this.1’ 
Last year the county aopro- 
priated $20,000 for jail renova­ 
tion, and estim ates on work to 
be 
done 
ran 
over 
$120,000, 
Owens said. 
The present jail was built in 


1895. an addition at that time 
to an even older building. “ Fifty 
per cent of the plumbing used 
today is that which v;as in- 
stalled in 1895." Owens said. 


There are two floors of the 
incarceration area, with toilet 
facilities, basin, and shower for 
one person on each floor 
The jail, located at the cor­ 
ner of First and Perkim . was 
built in times much different 
than now, and is designed most­ 
ly to house male prisoners, the 
sheriff said. The barely mini­ 
mum toilet facilities are ex­ 
tremely inadequate for the num­ 
ber of incarcerations and jail oc­ 
cupancy of present times. 
“ There is no separation of 
juveniles from drunks, no way 
to separate the hard core from 
the 
lesser 
offense 
people.” 
Owens said. “ We have to keep 
a separation according to sex. 
but they can holler back and 
forth at each other, and some­ 
times make no end oi trouble.” 
Robert P. Heyne. in a report 
on inspection of jail facilities 
here August 23, 1971, makes this 
statem ent for the Department 
of Corrections: “Ventilation m 
the jail is extremely poor, and 
should be one of the items in a 


renovation program; plumbing 
and heating is in very poor con­ 
dition, with only one toilet, ba­ 
sin, and showers on each floor; 
floors in the jail are in a bad 
state of repair; the basement 
is of no use because of water.'* 


Heyne also recommended hir­ 
ing of a night jailer. This 24 
hour duty is at this time taken 
care of by Mrs. Owens, who 
acts as turnkey. 


Sheriff Owens said the jail is 
In such a physical condition 
that the State could order it 
closed on 24-hour notice. 


“ I would like for the people 
of the county to know that 
changing facilities at the jail is 
not my idea, nor is it being 
proposed altogether on my rec­ 
ommendation,” 
Sheriff Owens 
said. The law enforcement of­ 
ficer points out that the con­ 
dition of the jail is well known 
to county officials, who have 
been concerned with a solution 
for several years. 


Sheriff Owens plans an open 
house at the jail July 9 from 
2 to 4 p.m. so that people can 
see first-hand the situation con. 
fronting the County Commission­ 
ers and County Council.

Mighty Carrier Wasp, 23 Stories 
High, Is Headed For Scrap Heap 


QUONSET POINT, R.I. (AP) 
— The aircraft carrier USS 
Wasp, which helped rip apart 
the Japanese war machine in 
World War II. is headed for the 
scrap heap. 
The carrier, which also pa­ 
trolled the blockade line during 
the Cuban missile crisis and 
plucked returning American as­ 
tronauts from the ocean, will 
be decommissioned today 
at 
the Quonset Point Naval Air 
Station. 
The Wasp, as tall as a 23-sto­ 
ry building and three football 
fields long, was assigned here 
in 1968 and put up for bid. 
From the scrap yard, its tons 
of steel will likely be sold to 
make razor blades. 
The Navy 
has 
decided 
it 
would cost too much to replace 
the 28-year-old ship’s three pro- 
pellor shafts, which have fa­ 
tigue cracks, and make other 
repairs. 
From 
500 to 600 persons, 
many of them former crew­ 
men, were expected at the for­ 
mal ceremony when the 41.000- 
ton ship’s ensign, commission­ 
ing pennant and union jack are 
hauled down and the watch se­ 
cured. 
In about a week, a Navy tug 
will begin towing to Boston the 
powerless 
hulk, 
whose 
four 
steam turbine engines could de­ 
velop 150,000 horsepower when 


she was home to 5,000 sailors. 
There she will be berthed at a 
Navy pier until a scrap yard 
buys it. 
After commissioning 
in November 1943, the Wasp 
fought in many of the major 
battles in the Pacific such as 
Iwo Jima, Guam, Wake Island 
and the Philippines. 
While supporting the invading 
forces at Iwo Jima on March 
19, 1945, she was hit by a 500- 
pound 
Japanese 
bomb 
that 
killed 102' men. injured 269' and. 
destroyed 1.0 aircraft. 
An hour later, the Wasp was 
launching aircraft again.. 
During the war, 'the carrier 
and its planes destroyed 457 
Japanese 
aircraft, 
sunk 
114 
ships and probably sunk anoth­ 
er 52. 
In November 1962, the Wasp 
sped 
to the 
Caribbean 
Sea 
where it played an active role 
in the blockade of Cuba that 
turned back Soviet missile-car­ 
rying freighters. 
In 1965. she was prime recov­ 
ery ship in the Gemini space 
program and hauled aboard as­ 
tronauts from Geminis 4, 5 and 
7. 
In 1966, Thomas P. Stafford 
and Eugene A. Cernan, after a 
three-day space journey, and 
James A. Lovett Jr. and Edwin
